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CURIOUS CUSTOMS AND FORMS OF 
CEREMONY. I. 

One of the most interesting of the 
works of Herbert Spencer is that vol- 
ume devoted to “Ceremonial Institu- 
tions.” Evolution is the great under- 
lying law of his whole system of phil- 
osophy, and in “Ceremonial Institu- 
tions” he shows that forms and cere- 


monies among men are not the result 


of conventional agreement, but the 
natural and gradually. evolved pro- 
ducts of social life. He makes it 
clear that most existimg ceremonial 
observances were originally prepitia- 


tory in their nature. But it is not 
our purpose to enter upon anything 


like a review of the book. Like all 


other works of Spencer's, it contains a 
wealth of illustration, and from the 
volume the following curious facts 


have been obtained, showiag what 
remarkable customs exist among vari- 
ous races and tribes of men, and in 


some cases giving our philosopher's 


explanation of their origin. 

Every person has a specific odour, 
readily distinguished by dogs, and by 
some tribes of men in whom the sense 
of smell is highly developed. Proof 
is given that the perception of this in- 


dividuality of odour is productive of 


pleasure. Among Mongols, to smell 
another persons head is as expressive 
of tenderness as embracing. In the 
Philippine Islands, parting lovers ex- 
change pieces of the linen they may 
be wearing, and during their separa- 
tion often inhale the odour of the 
loved one in the linen, and kiss the 
ragged relic. The Chittagong-Hill 
people do not say ‘give me a kiss,’ 
but ‘smell me.’ And instead of kiss- 
ing lip to lip, they press the nostrils 
against the cheek and inhale strongly. 
The Samoans, Esquimaux and New 
Zealanders salute nose to nose, not 
rubbing but smelling. They also 


smell each other's hands by way of 


ceremony. Kissing, by the way, is 
not a universal custom; the Negro 
tribes do not understand it. The Bal- 
onda people have a singular mode of 
salutation ; they clasp their hands and 
drum their ribs with their elbows. 
Among the Dahomans, snapping the 
fingers is one of the customary sal 
utes. The Fuegians show friendship 
by jumping up and down. Weeping 
isa form of propitiation habitually 
practiced in New Zealand, where the 
natives weep to show respect to a vis- 
‘iting chief ora stranger. The women 
of the Anglo-Saxon race, we are told, 
although Spencer does not mention 
it, understand the persuasive power of 
tears, and have been known to weep 
their way into the affections of hard- 
hearted men. Primitive men regard 
the nature ot everything as inhering 
in all its parts, and hence it is that 
the savage hopes to absorb the virtues 
of a deceased relative by grinding his 
bones and drinking the powder in 
water. When the primitive man 
wanted a wife he singled out a woman, 
knocked her down with a club, and 
bore her off to his cave or what-not. If 
her relatives witnessed the abduction, 
they endeavored to kill or drive off 
the captor. A remnant of this primi- 
tive practice remains among the Arabs, 
At Arab marriages, the bridegroom is 
expected to quietly submit to compli- 
mentary thrashings from all the rela- 
tives of the bride. He receives the 
castigation with an expression of en- 
joyment, in proof of his courage. 
Trophy-taking isa form of social 
observance which presents many cu- 
rious examples. The Vates, a Papuan 
‘race, had a significant custom of 
banging up in the chief's house the 
jaw bone of any one who spoke ill of 
the chief. A tribe on the coast cf 
New Guinea preserve the jaw bone of 
slain enemies, and the more jaw bones 
@ man owns the greater is his dignity 
and importance. The warriors of the 
Tupi» in South America wear on their 
arms like bracelets the mouths of their 
slaughtered victims. Human ears 
and noses among some raccs have been 
the favorite trophies of war. - Thus 
we read that a plate of noses was a 
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he was flayed alive, and the soldier 
who made him prisoner dressed him- 
self in the entire skin as a trophy. 
The North American Indians, more 
easily pleased, contented themselves 
with the scalp. The Indiansof Cali- 
fornia used to pluck out and preserve 
the eyes of their fallen enemies. 
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THE SEA CAR. 


Many will remember R. M. Fryer, 
the man who put up reduction works 
at Grass Valley in the effort to intro- 
duce the Fryer process. The sea car 
is the latest production of Mr. Fryer’s 
genius. He sets his vessel on three 
large, hollew balls set in a triangular 
frame, which lift the keel entirely out 
ofthe water. The hollow balls are 
geared to turn like a wheel and force 
the ship along. He claims a high 
capacity for speed and power, and 
says he can run his ship right out, on 


dry land and turn ber anywhere. 
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EDITORIAL NOT. 


The lottery scheme which is being 
worked through the Legislature is 
higbly recommended by some of the 
papers. It is said to be forwarded by 
some leading citizens, and those averse 
to lotteries are asked to withold criti- 
cism until the names are published. 
The principle of the lottery system is 
bad, and the State government should 
be very slow to encourage it. It is no 
worse than stock gambling, is answer- 
ed, but the State does not indulge in 
stuck ganabling, and it should not in 
lotteries. The Constitution says: No 
lottery shall be authorized by this 
State, nor shall the sale of lottery 
tickets be allowed.“ That oughe to 
settle the matter as far as law-abiding 
citizens are concerned. 


Should a comet fall inte the sun 
the consequences would likely be seri- 
ous to all of us here on the earth. An 
outburst of heat would probably re- 
sult from such a catastrophe, sufficient 
to destroy every living thing upon 
earth. In 1680 a comet whizzed so 
close to the sun that Sir Isaac Newton 
was afraid it would strike. If 1843 
another cornet went even closer, graz- 
ing the sun, in fact, and sending mete- 
orites down upon the sun’s surface. 
No wonder that astronomers keep a 
sharp lookout for comets. In the 
United States alone, twelve practised 
observers are constantly watching 
for comets. Astronomers admit that 
the earth may be in danger from these 
Wandering Jews of the universe. 


Very slow progress is being made in 
the District Court, and the delays are 
very trying to interested parties.

OUR DEFECTIVE SCHOOL LAW. 
4 Correspondent Urges the Passage of 
the School Bill Now Before the 


Legislature. 


Reno, Feb. 23. 

Editor Gazette: —Feceling the wisdom 
and importance of some of the pro- 
posed amendments to our present 
school law, before the Legislature in 
“An Act to provide for the Supervision 
and Maintenance of the Public 
Schools” (introduced by Mr. Gignodx) 
and understanding that there is slight 
hope of their adoption, I venture to 
call attention to them through your 
columns, See, 30 of the proposed 
amendment (Art. 4) says: 

“In graded schools the salary of a 
teacher of beginners, that is, of pupils 
of the first year in school, shall not be 
less than that of the highest salary 
puid grammar teachers, nor a teacher 
be eligible to said position who has 
not had at least two years’ experience 
in teaching.” 

It is a well-known fact that the 
youngest, most inexperienced, and 
least qualified teachers are usually 
placed in the primary grades, from 
which they gradually work their way 
up. Yet the little children are the 
greatest sufferers by inexperience or 
inefficiency. They are like tender 
plants, requiring ever watchfal care 
and gentle treatment. If started right, 
| they will remain right in after years; 
| but if they do not at first acquire cor- 
rect methods of study, and mental di- 
gestion, years of good teaching after- 
wards, cannot entirely efface early 
mistakes. 

Says a New York educator: If in- 
eflicient teachers must be employed, 
let them be put in charge of larger 
pupils, who having been started right, 
may be able to pull through in spite 
of poor teaching.” Inexperience is 
more commonly the cause of poor 
schools than want of knowledge of 
subjects tanght—a defect the amend- 
ment covers. 

The proposed change in the regula- 
tion of salary would induce experi- 
enced, and otherwise well-qualified 
teachers to accept and continue in the 
primary grade, which under present 
conditions they are reluctant to do. 
The best educators desire that the 
Legislature will make Sec. 30 a law. 

Sec. 31 provides for a State Board 
cf Examination, consisting of the 
State Superintendent of Public In- 
struction, and two other persons ap- 
pointed by the State Board of Educa- 
tion—the two last mentioned shall be 
regular college graduates, holders of 
a State Normal School diploma, or of a 
State certificate, and must have taught 
three years, one year of which shall 
have been in this State. This Board 
shall act in conjunction with the 
Board of Education in the adoption of 
a uniform series of text books; make 
rules and regulations for government 
of County Examining Boards, over 
which it shall have appelate jurisdic- 
tion; grant educational diplomas, life 
diplomas, and county certificates in 
case of appeal from county boards; 
and appoint substitute boards to. act 
for them temporarily in places remote 
from the capital. This amendment is 
the most important of all, and though 
every other part of the act be rejected, 
this portion should be passed, for the 
need of a State Board of Examination 
has long been felt by the teachers of 
this State. On his removal from one 
county to another, every teacher must 
pass an examination in that county. 
He may, in the same county, be called 
up time after time no matter how well 
he may have succeeded at a previous 
examination. The qualifications re- 
quired in the different counties are 
not uniform. The best teachers have 
no distinction conferred upon them. 

The proposed law will confer the 
distinction of a State diploma only on 
those who have had five years of suc- 
cessful experience, and are well quali- 
fied. It will produce improvements 
at county examinations, and give dis- 
satisfied applicants for county certifi- 
cates a chance for redress, if they 
have been wronged. It will limit the 


county, and thus compel all applicants 
for certificates to come up to the regu- 
lar examination, doing away with

of the bill will pass the Legislature. 

Sec. 34, Part III, provides that a 
County Board may endorse, and thus 
make valid, the certificate of any 
other county in the State, a most de- 
sirable provision, for at present a 
teacher may desire to apply for a 
school in another county, but having 
no State certificate, he is debarred un- 
til he shall have been examined in the 
other county. Perhaps, and most 
likely, months would pass before an 
examination would be called in that 
county. To attend ap examination in 
another county necessitates the ex- 
pense ofa journey for that purpose. 

Now, a First Grade certificate in 
one county will not, by law, secure a 
Second Grade in another. Even if a 
teacher be successfully examined in 
one county, his certificate may not be 
renewed in that county (this is the case 
in Storey) unless in the meantime he 
has been teaching in that county. He 
may be successfully teaching in any 
other county, but that counts him 
naught. -What would members of 
other professions say, if their practice 
were so restricted? Will not our Leg- 
islature vest teaching with the dignity 
of other professions?

The School Tux Election. 

The taxpayers’ election to decide 
the question of authorizing a special 
tax for the support ot the schools in 
this district is being held this after- 
noun. There is considerable opposi- 
tion to the tax among the capitalists, 
and some of them are working actively 
to carry the election. On the other 
hand, the public sentiment is strongly 
in favor of the tax, and at three 
o'clock the prospects were that the 
tax would be approved by a large ma- 
jority of the votes cast. 

It has been incorrectly stated that a 
majority of all the taxpayers in the 
district is required to carry the tax. 
That is not the case. A majority ef 
all the votes cast at a duly advertised 
special election is all that is required. 
The Trustees have in all respects con- 
formed to the law in calling the elec- 
tion. In case the tax should be de- 
feated by the vote to-day, they think 
they will be enabled to secure the 
needed appropriation in another way. 

Nick Hammersmith did good work 
for the schools to-day, of his own ac- 
cord; standing on the street, furnish- 
ing ballots to electors, and urging 
them to vote for the tax.
